ISSUES STATEMENT 

Mr. Coolidge issued the follow-

Mrs. Harding was as brave 
and strong after the end as she 
had been faithful to the end. 
Although not strong, and still 
affected by her illness of near- 
ly a year ago, she declared she 
could not break down and she 
did not break down in the hour 
of her greatest grief.

In December after he had been 
elected, Mr. Harding was visited at 
his home in Marion, O., by the 
Vice- President-elect and Mrs.

FRENCH WAR 
IN MOROCCO 
IS NEAR END 


Two Columns Are About 
to Unite; Campaign Has 
Gone on for Ten Years 


(BY CABLE—FEXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

PARIS, Aug. 2.—French wmill- 
tary operations in Morocco are 
approaching conclusion after ten 
of hard campaigning agaénst 
the rebellious natives. By the end 
of August the protectorate offi- 
clals hope to see the entire coun- 
try pacified. 
Two French columns advancing 
in different directions are now 
within ten miles of uniting after 
having circled in the heart of the 
enemy country.

SAN JOSE WOMAN LEAVES 
NOTE BLAMING MENTAL 
DERANGEMENT 


“BAN JOSE, Aug. 3—Mrs. Julius 
Lindenstruth, 36 years of age. wife 
of Maj. Julfus Lindenstruth, Unit- 
ed States Army. retired, shot and 
killed her 13-year-old son Arthur 
and shot herself, in the Linden- 
struth home here today, after leav- 
ing a note telling authorities that 
she was mentally deranged.

He turns out the 
pot and if the worms are in the 
middie of the earth ball he smacks 
it several times. They will com- 
mence to emerge, after which he 
pulls them out. He iswery care- 
ful not to bresk the worms, but 
holds the end of it for a few mo- 
ments, after which the pests re- 
lax and can easily be withdrawn. 
Never attempt to foreibly remove 
a worm, in such @ case, It will 
break and you will have had your 
work for nothing.

Skimmed milk is a very wholesome 
food, but if sold for whole milk, 
of course, te a fraud. Skimmed 
milk cannot take the place of whole 
milk in children’s diet, unless « 
a supply of butter is given 
them.

The charge against the defend- 
atts wast that on April 15, 1922, 
they brought into Los Angeles Har- 
bor aboard the gas launches Liberty 
Girl and Hoellyweod «a cargo of 
200 cases and twenty barrels of as- 
sorted liquors from a Méxican 
border port.

Tt was charged by the Federal 
officials that the act was part of 
a general conepiracy in evidence 
about that time having for its o»- 
ject the bringing of large cargoes 
of iiticit spirits into the country 
from Mexico.

Overtures were then made for the 
closing of the case by the payment 
of a stiff fine, and the tender was 
accepted.

with the Congressional Committee 
on Naval Affairs. 


TELLS OF NEW PROGRAM 


“These Congressmen are out 
here for the opening of a ‘new 
naval program ‘which is of extra 
importance to the Pacifie Coast. 
in view of the fact that the Navy 
is putting forward a twenty-five 
year program for the building up 
of bases, personne! and force, par- 
ticularly in the Pactfic 

“As a result of the Rodinan 


board's findings of several months 
ago,” he continued, “we believe 
that the time has arrived when the 
United States should adopt a def- 
inite base policy. as well as a build- 
ing and personnel policy. It is 
well known that the Navy has 
adopted this policy and when Con- 
gress approves this plan it will 
open a new era for the service. 
This policy appeals to Congress us 
well as the taxpayers.” 


Admiral Coontz also announced 
a new training program for the 
dreadnaughts, destroyers and sub- 
marines which will keep them at 
sea” and train the personnel (for 
the stuff for which fighting ships 
are made. Liberal fuei aliowanes 
will be granted the Navy by the 
next session of Congress, he said. 

“I confidently believe that suf- 
ficient fuel necessary for long 
cruises of the fleet will be granted 
by Congress next fall,” the ad-/ 
miral said. “Il am a firm believer | 
in the policy of keeping the ships 
at sea to obtain maximum  ef- 
ficiency from force and personnel. 
Fuel i¢ as necessary to a battle 
fleet as food to the human being. 

“Next winter the fleet will con- 
duct annual exercises In the Cartt- 
bean and after that we have out- 
lined a eeries of foreign 
that are as yet tentative. The new 
scout cruisers will be sent im- 
mediately on long foreign tours. 
They will circumnavigate Africa 
and South America, cruise te Hu- 
rope and Asia and the South Fa- 
cife. The submarines, too, herte- 
after will operate directly with the 
battle fleet for the first time in 
history.” 

Admiral Coontz for the next two 
years will make his headquarters 
at los Angeles Marbor. After ac- 
companying the Congressional 
Committee to Puget Sound, the new 
cou:mmander-in-chief will return to 
this base September 13 with the 
dreadnaughts of the Battle Fleet. 
Him flagship will be the cruiser 
Seattle, on which Acmiral Hilary 
P. Jones will haul down hie frur- 
starred flag at San D.«fo tomorrow. 

The admiral speaks of himeelf 
as a “confirmed sloper” having 
spent two-thirds of his navy career 
on the Pacific or on the West Coast 
Ife is a member of the famous An- 
nanapolis class of 1885 and his tirst 
duty as a midshipman was aboard 
the old sloep-of-war Mohican.

of Chief Oakes last night, imme- 
diately preceding this hearing, and 
that is the only thing,” was Mr. 
Silberberg’s reply. 

The little room was packed with 
persons who became tense with 
emotion as the realitation of Mr. 
Silberberg’s meaning dawned upon 
them. Mayor Cryer's face flushed.

Drankenness Ices in Ontartoe

made in the recent report of the 
Board of License Commissioners 
for Ontario, according to Social 
Welfare, published in Toronto, 
Ont., is the large falling off in fines 
received by municipalities and by 
the province for violations of the 
Ontario Temperance Act. During 
the year 1920-1921 these fines 
amounted to $1,488,785.06; during
